HUN TRENCHES INTO CHADS 
BY CONSTANT RAMAERIAG 


In Spite of German Watch 
dogs, Surprises Kept Up 
Constantly 


London, Feb.' 16,—Pbilip Gibbs, the 
Chronicle correspondent with the 
British armies in the field, telegraph- 
ing Wednesday, February 14, said: 

“There is one'item of news, along 
our front of immence importance to 
the history, of the war, though it may 
not find its Away into to-night’s com- 
munication. It is thawing. There 
must be cold terror-in somo of the 
main txerches now that ‘our raids go 
on and our guns are hammering along 
the line. In spite of (ut: watuidtogs, 
trained to listen and bark at any 
movement in No Man’s Land, the 
Germans are caught by surprise. 
How can they know’ where the at- 
tack is coming when the wireis be-,; 
ing cut and the trenches battered at 
many sections of their front; they go 
to earth in their dugouts, while the 
ground above them heaves under the 
crash of our high explosives. 


CAUGHT NAPPING BY THE 
CANADIANS 


“In ¢he great raid made by the 
Canadians yesterday morning there 
wete not many of the Germans who 
wero up and out of their dugouts to 
meet them, and they did not get 
their machine guns to work as they 
used to do at tne beginning of the 
domme battles. 

“Ontho lett of the attack, which 
was on a four hundred yard tront or 
thereabouts, between Souchez and Ui- 
venchy, one or two machine guns got 
to work and brought down several 
men. 

What was surprising was the ab- 
sence of machine gun fire elsewhere. 
It seems that our bombardment must 
have buried their emplacements. 

“It was not a preliminary bom- 
bardment in the old style. It was a 
long-continued and deliberate hart | 
mering of many days, and the Cana- | 
dians who went over saw the awful 
effect of it. It had blown the strong 
system of trenches to chaos.

‘rvhe speaker on this occasion was 
Mr. T. M. Sharpe ofthe Calgary Y. 
M.C.A., one of the foremost workers 
amongst boys in the West. The boys 
showed a very keen interest indeed 
in the talk which was given them, 
and some of the points of his talk 
might well be taken to heart by the 
older men, tohelp them realize tho 
tremendous importance of wins Work 
amongst boys. 

Mr. Sharpe mentioned that 35 p.c. 
of the men in the C. E. I’. were be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 25 years. He 
impressed upon the boys that it is 
their duty to live uptothe Stand- 
ard set for them, since inasmuch as 
their elders are fighting for Canada, 
they can do their share by living for 
Canada. 

lie fully explained the principle of 
these efficiency tests, namely they 
onsider that there are four ' stand- 
ards in a boy’s life, his intellectual, 
physical, religious, and service stund- 
ards. A boy is required to measura 
up to a certain percentage in each 
of these and by that he is charted on 
a special chart which shows him his 
worth to mankind as a whole. By 
means of the charting, which vividly 
brings home to the boy his short- 
omings, and by means of special 
ourses of study and tests in each of 
these four standards, a boy is helped. 

Mr. Sharpe took one of the boys 
to improve his worth to the commun- 
ity, to train him to becorre a leader. 
and charted him on the physical 
standard, making the boys follow 
him closely, 

he boys were greatly interested 
and when the meeting broke up they 
were one and all determined to take 
up these tests and show the other 
cities of Alberta that Red Deer boys 
are not behind in their desire to be- 
come better citizens and future 
leaders. 

A meeting for the clergy and boy 
workers was held at 9 p.m. in tho 
Methodisr church. Mr. Sharpe again 
gave a talk, fully explaining the sub- 
ject, and a committee is being form- 
ed composed of the various ministers 
and two men from each church to 
carry on this work and work in har- 
mony with the Alberta Provincial 
Committee.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
West Lund Kegulations, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter eection uf available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must ‘appear in person at the Vom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agenvy), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 

and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
oa certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity, 
: In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Preemption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

Dr. Michael Condemns Those 
Who Would Hold Canada Back 


(Toronto Mail and Bmpire) 

Dr. Michael Clark the fiery M.P. for 
Red Deer, Alberta, taiked to tho 
Canadian Club, on February 6. Ho 
discussed the war, and if he did not 
turn up anything new in that much- 
used and much-abused subject, he 


handled it with such refreshing vigor 


and such a frankness of speech that 
his audience enjoyed it thoroughly. 
The Western member reviewed the 
causes of the war, the deliberate Ger- 
man plan to erbroil Furope, and the 
entrance of Britain, which changed 
the struggle from a political one toa 
fight for freedom and humanity. 
Having gone that far he switched 
off abruptly to take a fall out of the 
much-vaunted (ierman  ‘‘organiza- 
tion.’’ ~ The test of an organization 
was the way it fulfills its purpose. 
Reciting the failure to reach Paris, 
then Calais, then Petrograd, he ask- 
ed where the wonderful organization 


had proven itself, By contrast he 
showed how Britain's organization 
for defence—the navy—had done all 
that was expected of it. Then Britain 
had organized the air and won su- 
premacy. She had organized her fin- 


ance'and was now carrying the great , 


burden of the war. She was organiz- 
ing her land forces, and with Irance 
would soon show her supremacy 
there as well. 

Dr. Clark vigorously condemned 
any sign’ of faltering, and without 
mentioning any names, he referred 
“with pity’ to the Quebec politician 
who asked if Canada ‘“‘was going to 
bankrupt herself for Britain.’ 

“I pity the young Canadian,’ he 
said, ‘‘who has failed to grasp the 
real truth that in this war Britain is 
going very near to the verge of bank. 
ruptcy for the world’s freedom,”’ 

Dr. Clark had little comment, to 
make upon President Wilson’s action 
against Germany. 

“It does not matter to John Bull 
who comes in and who stays out,’‘he 
gaid, amid applause, ‘‘but we are 
glad to invite good fellows  irto 
the best of company and_ receivo 
them properly, Even if the United 
States does not receive the necessary 
provocattion—and necessary provoca- 
tion sometimes scems a lot to some 
of us who are a little hotter in tho 
blood—it is an immense advantage 
that that great republic has definite- 
ly aligned herself on the side of civil- 
ization.’* : 

Dr. Clark dryly referred to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s astonishment that Ger 
many had broken a solemn assuranve 
The British Empire had found out 
that German characteristic two and 
a half years ago when Germany 
broke her pledged word to Belgium. 

The Westerner closed with a de- 
claration of his pride that in the re- 
ply to President Wilson’s peace note 
Great Britain had stood out for re 
paration and restitution for all. the 
ravaged lands, but had demanded no- 


‘thing for herself. ' 


German Submarine 
Entered a Spanish 
Port to Sink Ships 


New York, Feb. 12.—The Associa- 
ted Press to-day announces the fol- 
lowing: 

A German submarire entered the 
neutral Spanish harbor of Las Pal- 
mas, Canary Islands, on December 6, 
and sank the Greek steamship Spyros 
according to two of the seamen who 
arrived to-day on the steamship 
Morro Castle. Maritime records told 
of the Spyros being towed to 2 
Spanish port, after being torpedoed. 

The sailors arriving hevo said the 
Spyros put into Las Palmas on her 
voyage from Buenos Ayres, carrying 
grain for Hull, England. The U-boat 
entered the harbor, they asserted, 
‘and notified the captain to abandon 
his ship within forty hours, at the 
end of which time it would be des- 
troyed, and the threat was fulfilled.

ITH the price of beef and other 
WV meats soaring to hitherto un- 
heard-of heights, and every 
mewspaper carrying stories about the 
future prices of boots and shoes and 
other articles made of leather, there 
may be a modicum of comfort to be 
taken from the fact that the farmers 
and ranchers of Western Canada are 
now turning their attention to cattle 
and stock raising to an extent that 
would not have been believed possible 
a few years ago. 

The modern farmer is very wide 
awake, and especially those of the 
three prairie provinces of Canada, and 
naturally as soon as he saw the prices 
of livestock soaring on the large world 
markets he began to pay more atten- 
tion to stock raising, gradually find- 
ing as he did so that by combining it 
with the grain production he was able 
to make two profits where he hitherto 
had one. 

According to the figures given in the 
Censusand Statistics Bulletin issued by 
the Department of Trade and Commerce 
at Ottawa, all three of the western 
provinces show large increases in the 
number of livestock raised in 1916, as 
compared with 1913, the year previous 
to the war. Although there had been 
a slight gradual increase In the years 
immedately preceding 1913, all classes 
of livestock except swine show greater 
percentage of increase in the years 
after the commencement of the war 
than those previous. The figures for 
hogs show a decrease, due to the sev- 
eral large war orders received by some 
of the western packing firms from the 
allics. One firm alone is said to have 

. received an order for ham and bacon 
that called for 350,000 head of hogs.

Many of the 
smaller fariners of the west have 
started small flocks of sheep, as they 
have found out that the climate was 
very suitable to them, provided a cer- 
tain amount of shelter was supplied 
during the short periods when the 
weather might otherwise be too severe. 

There are several large flocks in the 
west, and the success that the owners 
of these have met with has prompted 
the smaller farmers to start flocks. As 
an excellent price was obtained for 
wool this year, ranging as high as 36 
cents a pound, and averaging ten 
pounds of wool per animal, the indus- 
try thus received another impetus. 
One sheep owner in Alberta’ was of- 
fered $12.00 per head for his entire 
flock of 6,000 head. He refused the 
offer and also another of $7.50 per 
head for 1,600 lambs. A short time 
after refusing these offers he purchas- 
ed another 500 ewes, 

The report estimates that there are 
at present 2,048,354 cattle in the three 
western provinces, 565,709 being milch 
cows and the balance beef and other 
cattle. This shows an increase of 
nearly 15 percent over 1913, and also 
the very large number of beef cattle 
that have been marketed during the 
past couple of years must be taken in- 
to consideratton, Many large war 
orders were filled In Western Canada. 

The Dominion and Provincial Gov- 
ernments and the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, through its Agricultural and 
Animal Industry Branch, have all aid- 
ed the farmers in every possible way,

Politics is a game that has been 
played with mwre or less success to 
the players from the earliest times 
of which we have any record down 
to the present time. 

Students and reader of history will 
acknowledge this fact. Most of the 
lt ot men of Rore and Greece and 
ct other nations we have records of, 
owe their greatness and their his- 
torical fame to the fact that they 
were, if not always honest, shrewd 
politicians. In fact. there is no na- 
tion or community that ever existed 
or will exist without politics under 
some name or form, for politics ex- 
ists under many names. but is sel- 
dom practised under its own name. 

Politics can be divided into the 
practical and the impractical, the 
| practical i is the one that wins, the im- 
| practical is all other kinds. Politici- 
ans equally can be divided into the 
honest and dishonest, the esvrole 
and the incapable, but 1 thi3 csoe 
the honest and the capiole ds: aut al- 
ways win, 

‘There are many moti’:; shat impel 
men to enter the political arena, self 
interest, power xnd the doliar may 
‘be mentioned and right here it may 
‘be said that he why gets the power 
‘also gets the dollar or puts tome 
‘one in the way of getting it fer ac 
politics is a sucesss unicss sure. ne 
_gets it. This also applies to office. 
{Many men enter politics becausc 
;they are anxious ¢) wet on the pay 
roll, also because of come condition 
in National or local affairs demonds 
that they represent the people and 
that these wrongs may he correctcd. 
Others enter politics to attitin sccial 
prestige, they are anxivsus to move 
in better society, esdacially  thcir 
' wives. This is a powerful in- 
centive to most men. Many men havo 
owes their politicg] advancement 
solely to their wives, therefore 
they should be considered. On the 
other hand such women have been 
rare and with the advent of women 
, into politics they may be a doubt- 
'ful asset. Few women are diplomatic 
enough to ‘forget their personal likes, 
and dislikes and are likely also 
forget that under existing conditions, 
the absence of a friendly call or 
pleasant smile may spell disaster 
and defeat. 
| We have said that politicians are 
divided into two classes the honest 
{and capable, the dishonest and inca- 
lpable. This can be applied to any- 
‘body of men of what so ever profes- 
{sion, but unfortunately, it is custom- 
larily to look 
as grafters and men of flexible con- 
i sciences, this is not true by any 
| means, nor is it right on the part of 
fee people to pryintoand drag in- 
Ito the limelight, his private life, it 
lis well known that theirisa wide 
difference between a politician’s pub- 


\lic life, and his home life. His 
public acts are justly open to 
‘eriticism, while his home life should ' 


be saved from publicity. All politic- 
fans are not statesmen, but all 
statesmen are politicians and in or- 
der for a politician to succeed, and 


ship,he must keep in touch and en- 
‘deavor to know the wants and will 
of the people. The people may not he 
always right, but they have the 
votes, and are very numerous. The 
nearer he gets to the people, even in 
‘his manner and dress the more 
chance of success he has. Plain every 
day people do not like a candidate 
for their votes who is to be over 
jdressed. Further he must not forget 
that while he is as good as the best 
of his constituents he is no better 
than the humblest one, neither 
should he make a public display of 
wit, few men are witty. He should 
say what he has to say in plain pow- 
erful language, stating his case 
plainly to the people. He should not 
try to make the people believe he is 
working solely for their good, no one 
will believe him, except perhaps, the 
very ignorant. Most of the people 
know that no one does anything for 
nothing, especially in polities, and 
that self interest governs us all, and 
rightly so. The love of power, of 
‘wealth and titles, it as great to-day 
as it ever was, and is not decreasing 
by any means, and there is no better 
way to attain this coveted distine- 
‘tion than by politics. It does not by 
lany means follow that the man who 
;aspires for oflice should be dishonest 
in his actions, and be looked upon 
with suspicion, He must be shrewd 
in his dealings. He will have shrewd 
and perhaps unprincipled men to deal 
wtih and he will have to play the 
game according to the well-known 
rules that govern politics. We must 
not forget that the world’s best and 
brightest men of the past and the 
present, who have in the past and are 
now at the present time guiding and 
directing their various countries 
through the intricate paths of diplo- 
jmacy, each working for the wellare 
‘of his people, were in ali cases poli- 
ticians before they became statesmen 
with the fate of nations depending 
upon them. Some of their political 
acts are not above reproach, and at 
times to the looker on it might seem 
‘as though they were not doing the 
right thing, but we must not forget 
that they have shrewd men to deal 
with, and alse that the interests of 
‘party must be taken into oonsidera- 
‘tion, and that taken as a whole they 
‘are men whom we delight to honor, 
'and whose names will live in history. 

Itis. not necessary to mention 
names, such ncn are too well known, 
Politics under some name or other 
‘exists in every community. Wherever 


|there is a communty, village or 
town, or city, someone aspires 
‘leadership, and the one to attain 


this leadership must be supported by 
‘triends, and these friends in their 
lturn must be supported by him, that 
is politics, pure and simple, and it 
is of no use to deny it. You will find 
‘politics in the sewing circle and in 
the church, in fact, whereves there is 
an office to be filled, there you will 
find politics. The one with the most 
pull gets the office. The church, I 
use the word in its widest sense, has

Gilbert Parker, who attained prom: 
inence in British politics as well as 
widespread fame as a writer of fiction, 
was born in 1862 in Camden East, 
Ont.

He travelled extensively among the 
South Sea Islands, and published a 
volume of travels. 

It was upon his return to his native 
Canada that the young author dis- 
covered the human material which 
inspired his first important work of 


the Northwest, among whom he 
spent some time, were incorporated 
in his first novel, “Pierre and His 
People,” which was published in 
Toronto in 1893. Several other works 
of fiction dealing with French- 
Canadian life followed and achieved 
for the novelist an international re- 
putation. In 1895 he married Miss 
Amy Vantine, a New York heiress, 
and subsequently settled in London, 
becoming a Unionist member of Par- 
Mament in 1900, and a knight in 1902,
